Your University faces its great- 
est challenge. 

Two years ago, plans were an- 
nounced for a 10 storey educa- 
tional building to enable Sir George 
Williams University to increase 
its enrolment to 5,000 day students 
and to more than 10,000 students 
in the Evening Division. Today, 
work has started on this exciting 
project. Its completion in 1966, at 
a total cost of $23,900,000 will 
enable the University to keep pace 
with Montreal, Quebec, and Can- 
ada’s higher education needs. 

University enrolment in Canada 
will nearly triple during the 
1960's. Each year more and more 
seek the benefits of a higher edu- 
cation. One in five by 1970, com- 
pared with one in 10 in 1960. 

This rapid growth in student 
numbers places a heavy burden on 
the facilities of Canadian Univer- 
sities. Across the country, new uni- 
versities are pressing ahead with 
multi-million dollar expansion pro- 
grams.
